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Remarks 

This Amendment is responsive to the July 10, 2008 Final Office Action. 
Reexamination and reconsideration of claims 1-19, 21, and 23-37 is respectfully 
requested. 

Summary of The Final Office Action 
Claims 1-12, 21 and 23-37 were allowed. 

Claims 13 and 15-18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Christenson et al. (USPN 6,324,620). 

Claims 14 and 19 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Present Amendment 

Allowed claim 14 has now been rewritten into independent form including the 
elements of parent claim 13. Claim 13 is now canceled. Dependent claims 15-19 
now depend from claim 14. Thus, all remaining claims are now in condition for 
allowance. 

Applicant asserts that Christenson fails to teach clam 13 for the reasons 
previously presented and reserves the right to further prosecute claim 13 in other 
applications. 
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Conclusion 



For the reasons set forth above, claims 1-12, 14-19, 21 and 23-37 patentably 
and unobviously distinguish over the references and are allowable. An early 
allowance of all claims is earnestly solicited.
